On the grounds of 
the old Saints Academy in Lexington, Mississippi, 
more than 50 dedicated men and women painted, 
nailed, sawed and did ever imaginable skill in the 
building trades. The effort was conducted to finish 
part of the presiding officer’s dreams, thereby restor- 
ing a part of the significant heritage of the Church 
and providing a tangible tool for future ministry. The 
grounds are nearly ready to be turned into a full time 
conference and retreat center. The volunteer effort 
of the Help Week volunteers have saved the Church 
thousands of dollars while transforming a major part 
of our heritage. 

Bishop J.0. Patterson, Sr. has a hope for return- 
ing the more than three hundred acres into a model 
ministry operation. Rehabilitation of the grounds is 
only the first step because Bishop Patterson envi- 
sions our Church’s most skilled teachers and proven 
ministers using the facilities to train youth and adults 
for Christian ministry. Already for use are most of 
the dormitories, class rooms and the large library 
and auditorium buildings. Needed is a cafeteria, 
possibly a few recreational items and completion of 
general work on a couple more of the buildings. 
Bishop is certain that staffing and programing will 
not be difficult but stressing the need for quality is 
most important. The beautiful campus and rolling 
countryside of over 350 acres is just waiting for con- 
ferences, training and the rest of the plan to come 
together. 

Elder George Fort of Clarksville, Tennessee was 
appointed foreman and supervisor of the project. 
Bishop Patterson has great confidence in the general 
contractor and pastor. Elder Fort told The Whole 
Truth there are enough dedicated workers to finish 
the project if given enough time and money. He said 
the men and women who volunteered time are will- 
ing and eager to finish the job. They believe firmly 
in the dream of Bishop Patterson. Elder Fort brought 
nearly $7,000.00 worth of his personal tools and 
various pieces of equipment to help do the project. 
He and all others volunteered their time. The crews 
worked from early in the morning to late in the even- 
ing daily. The hot Mississippi sun and hard labor did 
nothing to defeat the drive and spirit of the crews. 

Serving as motivator and General Board observer 
was Bishop L.H. Ford.

Bishop Warren E. Miller, prelate of Central 
Ohio Jurisdiction, Mother Mary Ellen Meredith, 
Supervisor of Women and the Saints of the 
jurisdiction celebrated the Seventy Third (73rd) 
Annual Holy Convocation, and first convocation 
under newly consecrated Bishop Miller.

A Center For Change: 
The Vision | 


(Juvenile treatment center coming to 
Morehouse Parish, Louisiana. Phase 
one completed) 


Elder Jesse 
Richard Liggins, 
Sr., who is the 
pastor of Smith 
Temple Church Of 
God) vin’) Christ 
located in Bastrop, 
Louisiana and who 
is the president of 
Paradise Village 
Children’s Home, 
Inc. has a vision: to 
build a treatment 
center for juvenile | 
delinquent boys, 
ages 13 - 16 years. 
Elder Liggins says, 
Dreams can come true. All you need is faith in God.’ 
He is referring to the future home site of a treatment 
center for delinquent boys. 

On July 18, 1989, phase one of the project referred 
to as Rehabilitation of Juvenile Delinquents Through 
The Use Of A Year Round Farm Concept became 
a reality. The Northeast Regional Clearinghouse 
Board unanimously approved $339,074.90 for the 
purchase of 291 acres of prime farmland. This 
farmland will be used to develop a year round 
vegetable farm, chicken broilers and construct a 
treatment center for juvenile delinquent boys. Elder 
Liggins says, ““The land is so rich that you can grow 
children on it.’ 

Elder Liggins and his organization are working 
very closely with their consultants, Dr. Arthur 
Batiest Hayes and his wife, Mrs. Gloria F. Carter - 
Hayes of Savama Services Unlimited, Inc. of 
Rayville, Louisiana. They have begun working on 
phase two of the project, which entails the program 
design for the juvenile delinquent boys. At this point 
the curriculum for the treatment program will be 
designed; and also job qualifications and job descrip- 
tions are paramount. After phase two, the writing of 
the last phase will take place: the architectural 
design of the treatment center complex and farm 
layout. 

Elder and Mrs. Liggins, their family, the church 
family, the organization and their consultants are 
placing God first in this endeavor. A center for 
change shall become a reality with the help of God. 

Stay tuned for the progress of this project. Not on- 
ly will the juvenile delinquents boys have a place to 
experience a positive change in their lives through 
the acquisition of job related skills and an improved 
self image, but this project has the potential to pro- 
vide many jobs for those persons who qualify.

South Bend, Indiana 


The 63 rd State Holy Convocation of the First 
Ecclesiastical Jurisdiction of Indiana convened in South 
Bend, Indiana, July 24 - 29,1989 under the leadership 
of Bishop Milton L. Hall, Sr and State Supervisor of 
Women, Mother Beulah Hatchett. The meeting was 
held at Saints Memorial COGIC, where Supt. Carl 
Steen served as host pastor. He is also First Ad- 
ministrative Assistant to Bishop Hall. There was an 
overflow crowd nightly, infact Friday and Saturday the 
convocation services were moved to O’Laughlin 
Auditorium at St. Mary’s College. 

The theme of the convocation, “‘I Won’t Be Silent 
Anymore’’ was adopted from the 1988 International 
Holy Convocation theme at Memphis, and served to 
continually to remind the Saints of the awesome task 
in these evil days and the importance of being vocal 
about the ministry of God. The Lord truly rained his 
blessings upon the entire convocation. 

The first evening service began as the newly formed 
Fine Arts Department presented a dynamic perfor- 
mance, ‘‘The Fire is Coming.’

The trip was sponsored through the Educational 
Foundation, the selection was based on talent and 
community involvement. A member of Grace 
Memorial COGIC since birth, Tabray began singing 
at the age of three with the Angelic Chorus. She has 
been an annual participant in the Martin Luther 
King day activities. For the last several years Tabray 
was concurrently active in two of the high school 
choirs, three of the church choirs and a gospel group. 
Grace Memorial has always boosted education and 
achievement. We are proud of Tabray. 

The following is a personal account of Tabray’s 
activities in Sweden. 

I was very excited about the year abroad. I 
reported at Ostra Grieve for language camp on July 
25, 1988, for an intensive study of the Swedish 
language and customs. After three weeks I went to 
Skummeslov where I met my Swedish family. They 
welcomed me with open arms and made me feel as 
one of the family. Thank God for them. The village 
of Skummeslov has a population of 150 people. The 
school was in the Laholm, approximately a thirty 
minute bus ride away. While in Sweden I sang with 
the school choir and was also given private music 
instructions. I was guest soloist on 5 occasions at 
area churches. Certainly each occasion was a thrill. 

The only church in Skummeslov was of the 
Lutheran persuasion. There was a Mormon church 
in Halmstad, a city about twenty minutes away. Both 
the Lutheran and Mormon services were short, 
occasionally lasting an hour. Services consisted of 
hymns, scripture reading or poetry reading. There 
was never any expounding of the scriptures, no 
preaching, especially like the saints are accustomed. 
The Mormon church is basically the same except for 
the communion, which was offered each Sunday. 
Neither church had weekday activity or services. 
During my stay, I was happy to introduce my religion 
and tell others what God meant to me.

What happens to a dream deferred? 
Does it dry up like a raisin in the sun? 
Or fester like a sore and then run? 
Does it stink like rotten meat?

Maybe it sags like a heavy load.

Poem By Langston Hughes* 


Webster’s dictionary defines ‘‘Deferred’’ as 
brought down, put off, or deliberately delayed? 
Thinking back about twenty years or so, Black peo- 
ple had band together to set goals and began a 
bright future. We were about to embark on transfor- 
ming “The Dream” into reality. We could not wait 
to ‘‘march on Washington,’ “‘protest for equality”’ 
or ‘fight for better housing and education.’ No 
longer would the Black population just sit back and 
wait for justice, education or jobs. We were on the 
move, and would not stop until we had achieved 
“The Dream.” 

So what has happened in just a few short years. 
‘‘What happens to a dream deferred?’ Why such 
apathy? Have we decided that our children no 
longer need safe places to live and quality educa- 
tion? Is it okay for our neighborhoods to be featured 
on the local news program as a breeding ground for 
drugs, rapes and other heinous crimes? What has 
happened to the Black society that was destined to 
improve its lot? Have we become so comfortable 
with our minor gifts that we have lulled ourselves 
into a false sense of security? Stop and examine our 
state, then ask, “‘What happens to a dream defer- 
red?” One can’t begin to think of the future Black 
society without becoming scared. 

Just imagine our children as the leaders of tomor- 
row, then see the changes in the Black community 
- it is once again a place where only a handful can 
read, write or speak understandable English. One 
should fear for the future because our children are 
being slowly killed with drugs and the lure of drugs. 
Parents are allowing their children to sell drugs on 
OUR street corners and from OUR homes. Parents 
are enjoying the benefits of the drug culture, while 
sacrificing the future of our children and the Black 
society. Drugs are destroying America, but the 
effects are being recorded much more so on the 
Black community. 

The Black youth of America no longer carry that 
sense of pride and dignity that prevailed in the 
Black community twenty years ago. They have no 
real sense of what it means to be Black, and the 
responsibility that they hold for the future of the 
Black society. Education is low on their list of 
priorities, and the power of the Black community 
to control and teach the young is near extinction. 
Why are we sacrificing our communities, our 
children and our lives? ‘“What happens to a dream 
deferred? Does it dry up like a raisin in the sun?” 

If we defer a while longer, we can watch the Black 
society move backward twenty years. We are just 
beginning to see the results of our lack or concern 
for our youth. But relax, all’s well in the Black com- 
munity. Great progress is being made without you, 
so you think. ‘““‘What happens to a dream deferred?” 
Talk with a young person today and ask them about 
their goals and dreams. They will probably say, to 
obtain as much money as possible, in the shortest 
time possible. What has happen to our young 
people? We were teaching our children values, 
pride, dignity, responsibility and history - things of 
substance. Today ask a young person (or an adult 
for that matter) who was Langston Hughes, 
Malcolm X or Hannibal? Most could not begin to 
tell you who these Black men were, or what their 
relevance is the Black America today. ““What 
happens to a dream deferred?. . . Does it stink like 
rotten meat?...Or crust and sugar over - like a 
syrupy sweet.’ What has happened to “The 
Dream?” Has a celebration of Martin Luther King 
Jr’s birthday all that it has come to? A designated 
day off from our jobs, and a couple of programs on 
national TV depicting King’s life. 

To use the words of Martin Luther King, Jr. 
‘« _ how long, not long,’ we can no longer sit back 
and wait for someone else to solve the problems of 
the Black community and the Black family. For if 
we defer any longer, we will destroy the Black 
society as we have known it. The future of Black 
America rests on the shoulders of our young, and 
if they are not prepared to work within the 
framework of America, then Black America has no 
future. We must improve ourselves by starting a

Christ Hospital Fund shall be to assist, aid and ac- 
commodate in the dissemination of Christian ser- 
vice. The Church Of God In Christ Hospital Fund 
is based on the scriptural concept that all true 
believers are members of the Body of which Christ 
is the Head (I Cor. 12:12 - 14). For this purpose the 
Church Of God In Christ Hospital Fund is a Non 
Profit Tax Exempt Hospital Fund that is owned by 
the Church Of God In Christ. Yet, the Fund has been 
in effect for over 20 years, and less than one percent 
(1%) of our Saints are members. 

If we could get just 100,000 members of our total 
3,000,000 members to subscribe to our Hospital 
Fund, the excess revenue would be adequate for 
building of our university. This can be done with an 
average of 1,000 members per jurisdiction being 


enrolled. This means that the members are not 
donating anything, they are simply buying a tangi- 
ble service that is 30% less than that of our com- 
petitors.Announcing the Presiding Bishop’s Plan. 

If each jurisdictional bishop would strive to enroll 
one thousand people in the Presiding Bishop’s 
Plan, which pays $50.00 for each day a person is 
hospitalized up to one full year (365 days), or 
$18,250.00 for each accident or sickness; then 
100,000 insured Saints would be no problem to 
secure. Consider that one unit of insurance monthly 
is only $28.00 but benefits the insured $100.00 per 
day during his or her hospitalization.

campaign in our families and the communities, to 
set our goals and achieve the true meaning of “The 
Dream.” Black people must reclaim the ground that 
we have lost, and reclaim the minds of our children. 
‘« _. How long, not long,’ we must not wait to use 
the political power that we gathered in the sixties, 
used to our advantage in the seventies, but seem to 
have forgotten in the eighties. We must use that 
power to gain quality education for our children, 
decent affordable housing, and competent and 
responsible law enforcement; but we can’t stop 
there, our responsibility is great. We cannot allow 
the Black society to move backward twenty years, 
too many people have gone before us, fighting and 
sacrificing their lives to improve the quality of life 
for Black Americans. It is up to each of you to start 
now. ..right now, to improve the state of Black 
America. But ‘‘what happens to a dream 
deferred?. . .maybe it just sags like a heavy load or 
does it EXPLODE?”
